Disqualify the Recorder of Dublin from sitting 
as a Member in any future Parliament.

the office of Recorder of the City of Dublin is Preamble, 
a Judicial Office, and the Recorder, as such, ought to hold 
frequent Sessions and Adjournments thereof, both as Assessor to the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the said City in their Court for the 
5 Trial of Civil Causes, in which they and the said Recorder have various 
and extensive Jurisdiction, and also for the Trial of Criminal Offences 
and delivering the Gaols of the said City ; and the said Recorder is 
also by law empowered to act judicially in other respects as such 
Recorder: And whereas it is also the duty of the Recorder of the said 
to Cl <y 10 atten d to and assist at the assemblies of the Lord Mayor, 

Sheriffs and Commons of the said City, as their Legal Adviser and 
Recorder : And whereas the said Recorder is by various Statutes entitled 
to receive for such or certain of such Services various large Sums of 
Money annually, the greater part of which is charged upon Funds 
, 5 granted annually by Parliament: And whereas great public inconve- 
nience and mischief may arise from the frequent or continued Absence 
of the said Recorder from the said City, by causing the delay or post- 
ponement or hasty administration of Justice in the respects aforesaid 
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should the Person holding the office of Recorder be returned as a 
Member to any future Parliament ; We It therefore CEttactefc, by The 
KINGs most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 5 
THAT from and after the expiration of the present Parliament , no 
Person holding the office cf Recorder of the City of Dublin shall be 
capable of being elected, or of sitting or voting, as a Member of the 
House of Commons. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any Person so holding the office 1 0 
of Recorder of the City of Dublin, and hereby declared incapable of 
sitting and voting in the House of Commons, shall nevertheless be 
returned as a Member to serve in Parliament for any County, City, 
Borough, Town or Place in the United Kingdom, such Election and 
Return are hereby enacted and declared to be void to all intents and *5 
purposes whatsoever ; and if any Person so declared incapable by this 
Act to be elected, shall, after the passing of this Act , presume to sit or 
vote as a Member of the House of Commons, such Person so sitting 
and voting shall forfeit the Sum of Five hundred Pounds for every 
Day in which he shall so sit and vote in the said House of Commons, 20 
to such Person as shall sue for the same in any of His Majesty’s 
Courts of Record in Westminster ; and the Money so forfeited shall be 
recovered by the Person so suing, with full Costs of Suit, in any of the 
said Courts, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information, and he shall 
from thenceforth be incapable of taking, holding or enjoying anv office 
of honour or profit under His Majesty. 
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
